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HISTORIC BUILDINGS IN THE WUHAN CITIES 





Commission Appointed to Catalogue and Protect Them: 


Quaint Legends 


of Ancient Days 








Fnoxt Oue OWN Consesronoext 


‘The Wuhan Municipal Counc 
which was so suddenly metamor- 
phosed into a Wuhan City Council 
the other day, has decided on a 
‘scheme which all lovers of Chinese 
‘antiques Will hope to. see carried 
out under the new Mayor. ‘They 
resolved to create a Commission for 
the Preservation of Historie Build- 
igs, ‘The Commission ig to consist 
‘of five competent scholars in whor 
is vested the right to inspect and 
control such buildings as are en- 
trusted to theie care. ‘These schol- 
‘ara will each be given an allowance 
for travelling expenses. Under 
‘them will be a Seeretary to the Com- 
mission, a Iistoriographer to keep 
‘the records, an Inspector of Strue~ 
tures and one or two other neces- 
sary men, ‘The total monthly ex- 
fpeniditure on salaries is limited to 
$600, s0 there is no chance for any- 
fone to get rich. The income from 
‘the various buildings on the “head” 
of the Snake Hill which are rented 
‘out is entrusted to the Commission 
for use in maintaining the fabric 
‘and grounds of each ancient build- 
ing. 

Mythical and Miraculous 

Visitors to Hankow who limit 
their sight-seeing to the Concession 
Atea and the Race Club grounds 
‘will be surprised to know that ten 
properties have already been voted 
to be Historic Buildings and entrust- 
ed to the Commission. Among the 
ten none of the great Guild Halls 
fara included sinee’ these are in the 
care of the Merchant Guilds, and 
all Buddhi ‘Taoist ‘Temples 
aye at present excluded as some of 
them are now regarded as rightful- 
ndent on the offerings of the 
id the rest are about to 
be adapted to new uses. It may be 
interesting to go through the list 
and give some idea of the locality 
of cach of the buildings and some 
notes on its history, 

These notes will be a blend of the 
Historical, the mythical and the 
miraculous, and the writer must not 
of course be regarded as believing 
all that he records. But one cannot 
attempt to trace the history of a 
Pagoda or a mountain in” China 
without finding oneself moving in a 
Wonderful world of heroes and im- 
mortals who are linked to the world 
of ordinary people in a fascinating 
way. Men become immortals and 
immortals behave like happy child. 
ren, whilst sites are chosen 
Buildings are erected for reason: 
which seem grotesque but are quite 
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comprehensible when one regards 
nature through the eyes of an anim= 
ist. 

Lot us take our plunge into the 
‘world of the unreal by crossing to 





Wuchang and sccking out the first 
Of the scheduled Historic Buildings. 
Tt is the Yellow Crane Tower at the 
“heal of the Snake Mill on the 
Bank of the Yangtze by the Wu- 
chang city wall. It is no less than 
9 Chinese feet high, tho hundreth 
foot being carefully left off for 
fear that the spirits as they rush 
through the air might be annoyed 
dy a building a full hundred fect 
high. At that point in our narrative 
‘we pause to assure the residents of 






























Hankow that we are not lying. The 
Yellow Crane Tower was totally 
destroyed by fire in the reizn of the 
Emperor Kuang Hs, but it is 
nevertheless duly entered as a his. 
toric building. For on the 
site of the wonderful tower, 


comprising three octagonal stories, 
constructed of earved stone around 
A wooden framework consisting of 
4g great wooden pillars 
ed with a bronze roof, there now 
stands a miserable eye-sore in red 
‘rick which jg often mistaken by 
travellers on the Tehang steamers 
for a hideous church erected by a 
misguided missionary. It is this 
modern building which passes into 
the eare of the Commission beeause 
iL stands on a valuable historie site 
from which a good revenue ean be 
derived. 
i ‘The Sage Fei Wet 

But tet us close our eyes to ugly 

litjes and transport ourselves 
ci to the tim when the residents 

ko up to tho fact 
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they were in danger of a_ great 
calamity. The prosperity of Han- 
kow depended on its trade long be- 
fore Concessions were granted ancl 
steamers were scen on inland water. 
ways. From far Szechuan and pro 
life Hunan came the sailing craft 
of varied design with their cargoes, 
and if the day ever came when the 
nake at Wuchang should protrude 
its head either to caress or attack 
the Tortoise at Hanyang the river 
would cease to flow, a large part of 
Hupeh would be turned into a great 
lake and disaster would ensue. The 
‘Snake must be propitiated and at 
the same time reminded of its duty 
to lie still. So why not erect a 
beautiful tower as a sort of crown 
fon its head" and in so doing press 
that head down in perpetuity? That 
why the tower depicted in old 
pictures of Wuchang was erected 
at no small cost by a cautious mer- 
chant community 
But why should the tower be given 
& name having no relation to the 
Snake under the hill on which it 
stands or to a1 
roundings? Tt might well have been 
linked in some way to the Great 
River flowing near its base or to the 
Provincial Capital whieh it graced. 
The answer to the question is that 
tho Tower won the approval of a 
sage named Fei Wei, who lived 
about 200 years after Christ, in the 
‘most romantic years of China's his- 
tory. He did not attain to the rank 
of the Eight Immortals, but he did 
attain to immortality and was there- 
fore entitled to ride on one of the 
“horses of the gods.” These “hors- 
es” are the cranes of varied hues 
which are one of the symbols of 
immortality. ‘Though the Yellow 
Crane Tower wag erected long 
after his earthly pilgrimage was 
done, Fei, being an immortal, took 
notice ofits graceful architecture 
‘and beautiful situation on the head 
of the Snake and showed his ap- 
preciation by visiting it from time 
to time, flying to it on his yellow 
Now when one is moving in a 
world of myths consistency’ is tho 
last thing to be expected or to be 
found. And so the reader must 
not be surprived if, on asking an- 
‘other scholar about’ the name of the 
Tower, he gets a very different 
story. ‘The yellow erane will remain, 
but his rider will have a different 
name and a yet more detailed his- 
snd evidence will Te found 
in the tower itself that it was not

hill itself is referred to in 
books like the “Canon of 
as the Great Other Hill and in 
geomantie matters it is balanced 
by the Small Other Hill up the 
River Han not far from Hanchuan, 
But it has long been regarded as 
resembling a Tortoise and matching 
the Snake in Wuchang. 

The building stands on the rock 
promontory which marks the end 
of the Tortoise Hill on the banks of 
the Yangtze. This promontory is 
of Tittle height and is separated 
from the base of the Hill by a level 
space, but that only enhances the 
resemblance to the head of the 
Tortoise protruding from the hump- 
ed shell. Architecturally the Pa 
Hin is not very elaborate, but the 
site on which it stands enhances 
its beauty and gives it a dignified | 
appearance. It consists of two 
stories oblong in shape, rising from 
the highest point of the promon- 

Its height, including the 
lofty roof with its curling ends, is 
about fifty feet. Tt is mainly con- 
structed of wood, the centre part 
of the lower floor being built of 
rick, and surrounded by a ver- 
Vandak carried on wooden pillars.

The upper floor is of the sizo of 
the brick building, ita pillars rest- 
ing on tho brickwork. This floor 
has no walls other than lattice work 


shutters, many of which have fallen 


into decay so that the wind rushes 
through the building and hastens 
its ruin, It is difficult to obtain 
access to the compound as the only 
person in charge as a rule is an 
old Taoist priest who does not wel- 
come visitors. 

Prior to the revolution it was one 
of the dutics of the magistrates of 
Hanyang to attend to the repairs 
of the Pavilion, a duty often neglect 
cd. This duty is said to have been 
imposed when the Pavilion was 
built by a man named Fan Chih- 
chen somewhere about 300 years 
ago towards the close of the 
Ming dynasty. In the adjoin- 
ing. buildings a school was

‘The Pagoda at Tung Shan 
Probably this is the most widely 
known of all the Historie Buildings 
which are now being described, for 
a good many Hankow — residents 
when out shooting on the outskirts 
of Wuchang have passed this pro- 
minent landmark at the foot of the 
Red ill.

‘At the foot of the Pagoda is the 
Monastery of Precious Universality 
which housed about a hundred 
monks in its palmicr days, but in 
these later times does not always 
have even one or two novices to 
present for ordination at the dates 
appointed for that somewhat gruc- 
some ceremony, when from theee to 
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eighteen little nodules of burning 
charcoal are stuck on the candid 
ate's shaven head. But the mon- 
astery is excluded trom the care of 
the Commission, and the monks 
‘will probably have to surrender 
their guardianship of the Pagoda. 
Whoever is appointed in their stead 
will have to be alert and active, for 
not a few devotees, weary of the 
troubles of this life, have committed 
suicide by jumping from the win 
dows in its top story. 

Pe Ya T: 


If the Pagoda by the Red Hilt 
is typical of the religious buildings 
which had their origin in the Bud- 
dhist religion, the Pavilion on the 
borders of the Moon Lake at Hany- 
ang is essentially characteristic of 
the older and more idigenous 
“landscape architecture” of China. 
For to the Chinese mind uninfluenc- 
ed by the “foreign” ideas introduc 
ed from India, spaciousness of 
courtyard and garden are neces 
sary for the proper setting of a 
house’of broad proportions and its 
outlying pavilions. 

‘Tho location of the Pavilion now 
to be described was oven thirty 
years ago one of extreme beauty. 
‘After a period of neglect the neces 
sary funds wore raised in the nino 
ties for its restoration and till it 
was seriously damaged by fire at 
the time of the Revolution it was 
a very pleasant picnic resort, 
Crossing the Han near tie Wush- 
eng Temple one walked a short dis 
tance to the shore of the Moon 
Lake and then procceded by boat 
to tho Pavilion, The lake is now 
not much better than a quagmire 
and an ugly block of buildings re- 
cently erected interferes with the

Tho story of the official whose 
memory the building commemorates 
hhas often been told, His surname 
was YG and his personal namo waa 
Pe-Ya.

Public Health Report for 
January. 

‘The beginning of the New Year: 
was marked by a comparatively 
high death-rate. among both 
Foreigners and Chinese. 

This was duc mainly to Pneu- 
monia, in many eases a complica 
tion of Influenza, which at the pre- 
sent time is prevalent. throughout 
tho world in a comparatively mild 
form. The last serious pandemic 
of Influenza vas in 1918 and 1919, 
It was estimated to have caused 
‘about 200 million cases and 10 mil- 
ion deaths in less than a year, and 
was by far the worst visitation of 
disease upon mankind since the 
Black Death of the Middle Ages.

Just as the marriage of a younger 
Waughter, Katherine of Aragon, to 
the son of Henry VIL. was designed 
to win the friendship of England, 
Juana early showed signs of feeble- 
mindedness, for which reason 
has been known to posterity 
Juana Ia Loca, or “Crazy Jane;" 
but, like too many fecble-minded 
persons, she had no difficulty. in 
bearing children, qnd her eldest 
on Charles (born at Ghent in 1500) 
was destined to become Holy Roman 
Emperor 2s well as King of Spain 
and the Spanish possessions be- 
yond the seas. There was nothing 
fecble-minded about Charles V, He 
came to Spain with his elder sister 
in 1517, a foreigner speaking no 
Spanish, though he afterwards 
learnt to express himself with force 
if not always with elegance, He 
found himself travelling through 
‘vast, barren country given over 
to sheepfarming, stayed in towns. 
in which the Royal House seemed 
to possess no palaces, and learnt 
that the Spanish Court was as mo- 
bile (or immobile) as an army. 
head - quarters. Each town. he: 
Visited seemed to have more char- 
ters, privileges and fueroe than the 
last, while the local magnates did 
pretty much as they liked. His 
krandmother, it appeared, had not| 
‘got very far after all ‘with the 
Process of centralization; and his 
dear mother, in her retirement in 
the salubrious town of Tordesilla 
merely remarked how her children 
hhad grown since she had left them 
in Brussels in 1505, and was willing 
to agree to anything that might be 
asked of her. So Charles at once 
essumed the full royal title. 

‘The revolt which broke out three 
years later in the towns of Old and 
New Castile was due to a variety 
‘of causer, many of them economic, 
At was by no means a mere act of

‘centredness” ‘and remarking th 
few Castilians of 1520 had any i 
terest in, or knowledge of, affairs 
in other parts of Spain, still’ less 

the world outside. They based 
their demands on the medieval 
charters and liberties of the Cast 
Yan towns, adopting a solemn league 
and covenant, arraigning the aris- 
tocraey, and protesting against the 
King not so much because he was 
a foreigner as because he was an 
absentee.
